Free State Burghers Ready for Submis- 
sion— (_!eii. White to Le:id New In- 
vadin;: Force. 

London, March The war .ollice has 
reeeive<l the following from L<ird Rob- 
erts: 

"I'oplar Grove, Friday luorniug. — I're 
sideiits Kruger and Sleyn were l)oth at 
tho light on March 7, and did , all in 
their power to rally their troops, 'fhu 
rout, however, was complete, the men de- 
claring that tliey could not stand agaiiitst 
the British artillery and such a formid- 
able force of cavalry." 

A Times despatch from Poplar Grove, 
under yest<'rday's date, snys that the 
submission of the Free State is being 
demaiKled by the burghers from their nn- 
williiig l'rcsi<lent, and it is expected that 
its submission will be made within a 
week. The correspondents odd: 

"Probably the Boers' wisest course 
was Uight, but it wn« most luidignilied, 
and is certain to produce consternation at 
Bloenifontcin. There is a growing out- 
cry against any further identification of 
the Free Slale wilii tho Transvaal's in- 
terests." 

IJespalcliM from the Boer camp at 
Gleiieoe, via Loreu/.o .Maniues, depict 
I'resideiit Kruger as dunning a btmdolier, 
seizing a rille and inviting vohinteers to 
accompanying him tis lie \vislied lo have 
a shut at the enemy liiiuscli'. ['resid<'Ut 
Kruger is quoted as hiiving declared in 
his address to llie troops that he "did not 
know wliclher ludjilratioii or intervention 
would end the struggle, but it would end 
<iuickly, within the next mouths, he 
strongly believed." 

In the meanwhile, the British tire not 
staying their advance. Lord Roberts litis 
moved leu miles nearer Bloemfouteiu 
witli the view of seizing and utilizing the 
railroad. AVitli this he could reach the 
Free Stale capital in three or four dnyH, 
and begin repairing the railway south- 
ward to meet; the British advance from 
Ciipc (.'oloiiy, which is expected to be 
hastened as soon as Gen. White takes 
control. 

This new command assigned to Gen. 
White is only part of the re-adjustment 
of r^omi' of the higher commands now- 
taking place. Gen. White is to go to 
Stormberg to take euprcme command of 
(!en. Gatucre's .diyision and the Tenth 
;)ivisipn,: now in process of lormation, 
which' will 1)0 under 'the immediate cotn-i 
inand' of 'Gen. Huntfer. '

Notiiing Like Present Affection- 
ate Demonstrations Ever 
Seen in London, 



Tiie Queen Appears at Midnight 
to Throng in Waiting at 
the Palace. 



Drive in West End Second 
Day's Event— To Review 
the Guards. 



London, Marcli 9. — To-day witnessed 
a coutiiiiiatioii of the remarkable dis- 
play of personal devotion and patriotic 
enthusiasm aroused by the Queen's visit 
to London, for the closing scenes of last 
evening bad thoroughly aroused the pub- 
lic. 

Tlie crowd tbat commenced to gather 
ouLside Buckingham Palace on Her .Ma- 
jesty's return yesterday had Increased 
shortly before midnight to fully 300,000 
Iiersims, all singing patriotic songs, ^'"iu- 
ully the I'riuee of Wales and Duke of 
Yoi-k came upon the ibalcony, and vigor- 
ous cheering followed. A few minutes 
later they disappeared and the Queen, 
aceomimnied by several ladies, made her 
appearance. After the National Anthem, 
and a perfect roar of never to be for- 
gotten cheers, the blinds of the palace 
were drawn, but thousands still remain- 
ed to sing and cheer. 

The editorials in the rooming papers 
admit that yesterday's demonstrations 
were quite without precedent and they 
teem with patriotic expression of grotili- 
calion at tlie Queen's opportune and tact- 
ful eontribution toward the unity of the 
Empire. 

The Times sayt^: "The Queen has had 
many royal greetings, but it is doubtful 
whether "the spontiiiieoiis and exuberant 
enthusiasm of yesterdtiy have ever been 
equalled." 

The Daily News, which det^cribes the 
demonstration lis au "Iniiirovised .lubi- 
Ice, ill tionie ways even more impressive 
than the niiimoiid .lubilee," says its 
sigiiilieanee is beyond question. Nur can 
it be doubti}d that Her -Majesty's visit lo 
Ireland will also be a great success. Mr. 
Redmond's remarks in tJie house were 
well conceived and well expressed." 

The Telegraph says: "The demoustrti- 
l.ioii has never been etiualled by any oth- 
er iiatiou. Even the Queen herself has 
never known u denionstration of love and 
loyalty so deep, so poignant, so in(.'Xpre.s*;- 
ib'le in solicitudi' riiid tenderness, so 
touching and so thrilling. The bonds b(^ 
tween the Empire and the Queen to-day 
are tliot^e of living, breathiug chivalrous 
devotion." 

Commenling upon the Queen's visit to 
Ireland and the speecli of John Red- 
mond in the House of Commons, the 
Times s:iys: "Redmond performed his 
diilicult task with excellent judgment 
and tn.ct." 

The Queen, accompanied by tho Prin- 
cess of SValos and Princesfi Henry of 
Battenberg, drove through the West End 
this afternoon. There were great as- 
semblages everywhere along the route, 
ami they cheered Her Majesty unceas- 
ingly. 'Phe bolls of St. Margaret's peal- 
ed, and the members of tho Houne of 
Commons cheered vociferously as the 
t.iueen passed Weetminster at 5.03 
o'clock. 

Flags, bunliiig and trophies were every- 
where displayed. The balloon btilcoiiies 
of many residences were draped witli 
red elolii and streamers of banners Moat- 
ed acrosi-, the Ktreets. Numerous bauds 
of music paraded the West End iilaying 
Iiatriotic airs and thousands of peoiile 
joined in singing. 

Her ?ilajesty was visibly affected and 
manifested extreme gratilicalioii at the 
w;;ruith </f her nn'optiou. 

The Queen's evident desire to saerifice 
herself in order to iilease lier people' was 
manifested to-iiiglit by the aunouiice- 
ment of her inlcntiou to review li.dOO 
Guardsmen to-morrow. 'I'hese troops 
comprise Barringtoii ("amiibeH's Brigade 
and the Scottish (Jrenadier Guards, who 
are proeeuding to South Africa. The 
review will occur in the yard of Bnok- 
iiighiim Palace in tho afternoon.

l''roiii Oiir Own Corresjiondent. 

\'iin('ouver, March 9.— About three 
lilindred peoiile attended the meeting of 
the Liberal Association here to-iiiglit to 
decide on tiie course the parly will take 
in the present campaign. 

Hon. .Toseph Martin was asked to 
speak, and did so for two hours, ex- 
plaining the reasons why he had op- 
posed the late government. He said It 
was not on personal grounds, though he 
had been asked to resign on frivolous 
pretexts. He had opjiosetl the course 
of the Semlin-Cottoii government in not 
re-enacting the anti-.Mongolian act 
when disallowed by the Dominion. He 
had also strongly ojiposod the course 
taken liy Mr. Cotton, who as soon as he 
had got Martin out of the cabinet liad 
handed over the land and coal grants 
lo the British Columbia Southern. He 
saiil the only thing urged against him 
by his opponents was that he was a 
dangerous man, and all interests were 
united on a platform which had but; 
one princijile, " to put Martin out and 
keep him out." 

He denounced the late Turner govern- 
ment's policy of road-building, which he 
said had led to a deficit of a million dol- 
lars in two years. He proposed to bor- 
row money to build roads and increase 
tlu! taxes to pay the interest and sink- 
ing fund. 

ITo elaborated his railway policy :uid 
said he proposed to cover this priiviiiee 
with a network of government railways, 
as he considered the government tho 
only body able to successfully compete 
with tho'C. P. R. The lirst road to be 
built would be a shoi-t line via Simil- 
kaineen to the Kootenay. terminating 
for the present at Midway. He also 
intended to build a bridge over the 
Frascr river to allow other railways 
access to this city over tlmt' bridge.^ 

He .lid not intend to do anything to 
belli \'aiicoiiver against Victoria; that 
rivalry must work on tho natural lines 
of trade. 

lie proposed to keep the credit of the 
lirovinee in flrst-clnss shape so as to- be 
able to borrow to any amount to com- 
Iicte with the 0. P. R. if the latter 
would not meet his views on freight 
rtites. and would if necessary parallel 
the C. P. R. system throughout tho 
whole Kootenay. 

He took up his platfmin as published 
and gave his views on it pliuik by 
plank, and limilly appealed for support 
if his hearers believed in the principles 
contained in it, tind the honesty of his 
[jui'Iiose in putting it before them. 

.\t the conelnsion of his speech, the 
motion jiassed by the meeting of tlip 
Liberal executive last Saturda.v night, 
endorsing Mr. Martin, was put aiul 
carried, about oue-tliird of those present 
voting aye and the remaindi'V taking uo ^ 
part in the vole. The nwting was at 
no lime eutluisiastii'. though his sup- 
porters here were out in force. Mt-. .1. 
C. MeLagan and others followed with 
siieeehes favoring Mr. Martin. 
DENOUNCED AT WESTMINSTER. 

The People's Emergency Convention 
called by the Columbian aud held at 
Westminster today bnmgbt out about 
a hundred proniiiieiit I^iberals and Con- 
servatives. Premier Martiii' was there, 
but his speech did no good, as a resolu- 
tion was unanimously passed which 
read: "That this meeting views witit 
alarm the possibility of Jlr. Miirtin 
forming a ministry and carrying the 
country." 

The Conservatives of New Westmin- 
ster at a very largely attende<l mooting 
to-day declared for ptirty lines in pro- 
vincial politics.

The quality ot the coal aud coke is prais- 
ed in tlie highest terms by the company's 
customciii, aud is nckaowlodgeil by all 
to be ei'jual to anything produced iu Am- 
erica or Great Britain. It is expected 
that tlie year lOUH will show' great 
strides In Uie company's production, as all 
Work Is to lie M'vy vigorously prosecuted 
im<ler the iliieition of able aud e.\[ieri- 
eiii'ed luiiiin:; engineers.

Morrice, Montreal; S. Finley, Mont- 
real. At a meeting of the directors lion, 
George A Cox was elected president; Mr. 
Robert J affray, first •vice-president; 
Major H. H. X'ellatt, second vice-presi- 
dent, and Mr. Blias Bogers, managing 
director. }\Ir. Bogers is a gentleman of 
wide experience in the operation of 
mines and the handling of the product, 
. and the directors expressed their gratifj- 
cation that he had consented to nerve. 

General Manager .lohnstone'.s ri-imrt, 
referring to the good (lUalities o£ the 
Crow's XiYit coal, (jimted from Uear Ad- 
Hiiral Palliser of the British navy. The 
Admiral tested the coal on April I'S, ISUO, 
and reported: "We are happy to say 
that it has heen found most satisfactory, 
so much so that I have written to the 
Lords Coniniissioneivi of the Admiralty 
recommending its use." 

Tlie manager's report continued: Smelt- 
crd are being erected at Greenwood aud 
Grand Forks, and the latter smelter 
.should be ready to use our coke by April 
or May. One special feature- of the Fi-rn- 
ie coal is that the engines using it throw 
DO sparks. This is a very valuable prop- 
ort.v for the coal to possecss, .^Jiecause 
prairie tiros are invariably started through 
sparkij fulling on the dr.v grass from 
passing engines. This will specially 
•commend the coal for use on the rail- 
road, even in sections where owing to 
high freight rates otlier coal might be 
cheaper. The timber area of your land 
is also most valuaible, us it contains suOl 
cient timber for all future mining re- 
quirements and also for the requirements 
of the neighboring country for building 
purposes. There is also a quantity of 
land whicli will lie lit for agriculture pur- 
]io(ses, and I make this fjiatement after 
close observation during the summer aud 
fall months. 

Continuing, Mr. .T'dinstoiio s-aid: Owing 
to the unfortunate labor troubles to Brit 
ish Columbia, arising from the enfon-e 
nicut ot the eight-hour law, all the 
smelters are shut down and we are oldig- 
ed to look for a new market for our 
coke in tlio United States. During a 
recent visit to Montana I succeeded in 
securing an order for .'(,000 tons (jf coke 
from tlie Boston .fc Montana Company, 
v/liich is the largest eonsiinier of coke in 
the State of Montana. If we are able 
to sell coke at a price not e.xcecHiing from 
'20 to 2.') per cent, higher than any other 
■ivestern coke, we can always secure the 
order, as our coke is far superior to any 
weriterii coke and has been proved by 
actual test t--) be 5 per cent, superior to 
the cel(jl)rated rocahontas coke of West 
A'irginia, which took the premium at the 
World's Fair in (Chicago. The present 
indications show that the labor troubles 
will soon he overcome, and you will 
have a very largely increased demand 
for both cosil and coke throughout Brit- 
ish Columbia, as the merits of your pro- 
duct are making it a standard fuel in 
the West. 

Mr. Johnstone, iu closing, advised the 
building of whatever additional coke 
ovens are necessary to meet British Col 
umbia demands and leave at least 100 
ovens with the product of which liusincss 
can be worked up in the States adjacent. 

The address of ]\Ir. Elins Bogers, the 
new mniiaging director, gave an excel- 
lent resiiiiie ai the prospects of coal 
mining in the W(>st, as follows: 

I think <'oal iiia.v be truly said to lie 
the one product of nature which stands, 
.-iliovo all others, as being the most con- 
ducive to n nation's prosperity, (ireat 
Britain produces ahout ."(► per leiit. of 
the total output of coal of the world, 
aud Iter present greatness must be 
largely iittributcd to her ininiensc I'oal 
deposits of easy access. The United 
States comes next with an output of 
;iliout '2~i per cent. Coal is the fonnda- 
rioii of the great wealth-producing 
Iiower of the state of Pennsylvania. 

Xo one who has not been through tlie 
Piltsburg district in recent years can 
cDiiceive of the enoriuouH extent of the 
industrial development of that great 
<-(ial centre. Although the ore and 
.•ilmost nil the raw material except coal 
lins to be brought long distances, it has 
become one of the greatest iron manu- 
facturing centres of the world. I niii 
told there are in that district nt the 
present time factories in the course- of 
erection the roofs of wbicli will . cover 
eipht.Siiuaro miles, and I am also told 
^that^ one company (the Westinghouse) 
have contracts on hand nt the itreseut 
time amounting to some .$70,000,000. 
The enormous -extent , of tlie Carnegie 
Company's busiiioss" "^is well known. 
One'- coke- o-nipany controlled'. by ,the 
Cnritegie Company hos-'' • 12,0(K) coke 
ovens, the oiitpnt of which is 18,000 
tons per day. The coke output daily 
of all the companies in the Pittsburg 
district would make a train ten miles 



long. My information is that recent 
surveys show that ther;' are only about 
70,000 acres of coking coal land left 
untouched iu that district. The pro- 
duct from this area, taking into ac- 
count the small number of workable 
senilis and their aggregate thickness, 
will probably not exceed eight or nine 
hundred million tens. 

The Crow's Xest Coal Company have 
property comprising some 200,000 acres 
of land, almost the entire Oirea of whieli 
is supposed to be underlaid with cool, 
and which, according to the geological 
reports, contains a large number of 
seams, the aggregate thickness of which 
approximates 150 feet. Ueduciiig this 
one-half, there is on the property over 
tun thousand milHoii tons. The total 
output of the .coal of the worhl is less 
than three hundrea million tons per 
year. I give you these figures so that 
you may have some coiieeiitiou of what 
the ultimate value of the property must 
he. 

Ill opening uii thes(> mines at the time 
when operations began. diUlcallies were 
met with, the extent of which can 
hardly be realized by anyone who ba 
not bad actual experience iu opening a 
I'oal mine in a wilderness, mountain 
<-ountry, at a long distance from the 
source' of supply of material necessary 
to construction and development. You 
have also had other disadvantages to 
contend with, to which it is unneces- 
sary for me to refi-r. 1 sinijily wish to 
say that under all tlje circumstances 
you have reason to congratulate your- 
selves u|iiin the statement which has 
been pr<-seiite(l to-day. 

I woulil like now to speak candidly 
ami frankly as to the present condition 
of the operations and future prospects, 
it is always easy to criticize work 
whi(-h has been donii. and I d(ui't want 
to do that, but it is necessary for nic to 
explain that in order to put tlie mines 
lU a permanent workable and econonii- 
al basis we sire obliged to start now at 
what is practically the beginning, so 
far as mine develoimient is concerned; 
and while 1 think under wise niaiuige- 
ment this work i-an be coudiictcd and 
a profit made on the coal, at the saiin.' 
time I do not want to lead yon to ex- 
Iiect large and iiiiniediate returns, it is 
Ir.irdly necessary f<ir nie to say that the 
managing (lire<-tor is not in any way 
responsible for the plan under which 
the past mine workings have been con- 
ducted; that is a matter whieli ho 
could not be expected to understand, 
and in regard to whi<'li he has not as- 
sumed to direct. Also in justice to the 
present general manager it 'ihould be 
stated that much of the work had been 
done before he took ofllce. 

While I do not want to lend you to 
expect too much, and would rather 
understni'e than overstate, I. think you 
may reasonably expect that within a 
year the earning power of these mines 
will be very largely permanently in- 
creased. 1 am myself in favor of a 
policy of economy, having ail works 
laid oat on a well-considered plan, with 
a view to permanent, clieap operotion^ 
and not to construct works in odvnnce 
of the probable reqiiirenieuts — rather to 
grow with the country. The services 
of one of the best mining engineers on 
the continent, who is also a mine nian- 
a;;er of large exiH'rionce, have heen 
secured, and be is expected to assume 
the duties of his olllce ahout the 17th 
of the present month. Of course, wo 
must not expect to have all smooth sail- 
ing. That whole country at some time 
ill its history has been stibject to 
greater or less volcanic disturbances, 
and undoubledly fiiults and other ex- 
pensive obstructions will be met with 
from time to time us work progresses. 
1'hore is. however, no reason to expect 
any dillictilty which may not be ovei-- 
como with wise engineering and good 
managomeut. 

The one great advantage in connec- 
tion with Coal Creek mines, near I'"'er- 
nie, is that drift mining will obtain for 
a long time to come. 

Mr. Bogers tiien explained that in 
<()al mining money was saved or lost 
to a very large extent in the inside 
workings. He also explained the ad- 
vantages of having main haulage cen- 
tres driven on proper levels, and the 
importance of the workings being laid 
out 80 as to accomplish good and 
economical ventilation.

In the opinion 
of the Local Board, the present clrcum- 
stancea do not Indicate the enforcing o' 
"compulsory vaccination," but for the nnr- 
pose of safeguarding the public health the 
Bonrd would earnestly advise all persons 
to whom these "Ilegulatlons" would ap- 
ply to be at once vaccinated. 

Any one unable to pay will be vaccinated 
free by any physician in Victoria. A supply 
of pure fresh t>ovine vaccine is now In the 
hands of ail the physicians in the city.

Kniger suys he wants peace. So d 
Great Britain. But Kruger ^^ill 
peace on our terms, not Ins. lie has 
tallcod 111' t'orei;;n inlervontion; but if lie 
faucics that tho Empire will tolerate any- 
thing of tliat kind, he is very much niis- 
tn'kcn. If ho wants peace, let him send 
liis soldiers homo and frive up \incondi- 
tionally. I'lu'ro is not a man, Avonian o^ 
chilli in the two republics who will .suf 
Jer in mind, body or estate, by reason 
of any terms which Great Britain would 
then exact. The burfjhoiu could return 
to their homos and follow their ordinary 
puivsuits unmolested, and under a gov- 
ernment which would sectire for them 
liberty and equality. Kruger must real- 
ize that further resistance is hopeless, 
and if he •does not, there is little doubt 
that tho masu of the Boer people do, ami 
it is an open question if lie can induce 
them to stay in the fight much longer. 

Kacitern Capo Colony is now iieo of 
tlie enemy and this leaves our fon-cs in 
that part of country free to advance to 
ht rouu'l hi ll lien. Kidicrls. or iC nei'cssai'y 
sonio of them can be dcripatchcd to the 
district u round Keuhart, where rebellion 
has sli()\vn its head.

THE QUEEN. 

The rci ption accorded Her ■Alajeaty by 
the pcoiile of London was one of tho most 
extraordinary ever extended to any «ov- 
ereiKH. It was a tiponlaneous outburst 
of loyal enthusiasm, a testimony to the 
virtue of tho woman and the glory of 
the (]neeu. 

Let no one misunderstand tlie significa- 
tion of this wonderful demonstration. On- 
ly one tiling rondorod it possible, and 
thai is the porl'eci content of the Uritish 
]ieople with the government under wliieh 
they live. No other 'capital in Europe 
<'ould afford such a spectacle, for no 
other sovereign in ICliriipe stands in the 
t?aino relation to the people. Our des- 
patches toll that tliree hundred thousand 
people assembled before Buekiughain 
Palace at niulit sin^'inj,' "God Save tin.' 
Queen" and cheering' the Queen and the 
princes until the air war; tilled with llie 
roar nf voiees. This triliii!" was nn- 
souLiht atni nnpurchaseabli'. .Xo squad- 
rons of cavalry paraded the streets to 
keep the vast gathering from acts nt 
violence; no regiments of infantry were 
liold under arms reaily lo sappress an out- 
bre.-iU; no ■me tliiiu;;li! it wur'.h while to 
swear in special police. 'J'he pcoiilo were 
nllowcd to have their own sweet will. 
Encompassed hy llic nation's Jove, as the 
island kin.u'doni is by "the inviolate son," 
the Queen stood, bearini; n(d)ly lier years, 
iier lienors and her re.-*|)iinsiliilitii'<, aniT 
Tccoived the tribute. Mliirli is her 
Just due. lis there a lirilish lieart tiiiy- 
•whcre that will not feel a thrill of patrio- 
tic pride at the simple story of that glor- 
ious dayV 

These are days when the ICinpire is ad- 
Viiiiciug by leaps and bounds to a consuni- 
iiintion searcel.v dreamed of by the most 
sanguine believer in the Empire's fu- 
ture. Tlicre were siuue who thon\'ht ihu 
celebrations of the .Tnliilee year woidd 
form the climax of ller .Majesty's reij;n. 
Bikt ilie demonstrations of that auspi- 
cious occasion were as nothing compitred 
with what we arc now witnc.s^ung. They 
were carofnlly planned, ami thini),'h there 
never was any doubt about their f^ineer- 
ity. there mi;rht always he a iiuestiou as 
to what reality was behiiul them all. Hit; 
when Boer guns belched forth defiance to 
tlie-'.flag. the Empire arose in its might, 
nqd.the whrUl .saW'a spectacle for wliieh 
-history can furnish no prototype. Tiie 
tramp of Brituiu'ts .sonts re-echoed round 
the world. Tho nations saw thgt'tho. Em- 
pire was one and indiv^sibio.''■v^ftio^o than 
tliis— they saw thnit the .sons of cnlonial 
.sires were cast in the sime lioroie ni,)uld 
ns the heroes of Crcey, Agincoiirt, ami 



■Waterloo. They saw also that in every 
corner of Her Majesty's vast domains 
the feeling of personal loyalty was in- 
tense and intimately associated with dc- 
YOtiori to the nation's welfare. Perhaps 
It is not too much to fiay that the demon- 
stration throughout the outlying portion.-i 
of the Eniiiire served to lire the heart of 
the people of London, and in a nieasnro 
contributed to tlic unprccedentiHl eiUluis- 
iaHui of 'Wednesday night. 

The visit which Her 'SiBjcst's' 'is about 
to pay to Ireland is not the leaKt iutor- 
estiiig feature of the movement. That 
flho will bo royally received goes with- 
out saying. 'Xhc visit is not 60 much 
that of a sovereign to a portion of her 
kingdom as it is a testimony to Irish 
courai;!'. ilevotinn and loyalty, as display- 
e;l by the Irish regiments iu the field. 
Like the thoughtful order permitting tho 
Irish Teginientfl to wear the shamrock in 
their hats on St. Patrick's Day, it i.s a 
token of gratitude, anil love, and to it 
must be addcnl that mark of eontideuce 
displayed in the proposed order for the 
formation of the Royal Irish Guards. 
This can hardly fail to have a profound 
effect upon the Irish people and strength- 
en the bonds between Ireland iiud the 
Empire, 

THH rOLlTlC.\L SITUATION. 

The political atinosplu-ro is no clearer. 
Indeed, if we retid the signs ariglit it is 
beeoming siirdiargi'd with all llie ele- 
iiieiils i)t' a tempest. On the occasion 
(It the .lisinissal of the Turner adminis- 
tration, the t'olouist pointed out tliat an 
era of personal government uns at 
hand unless there was an ininiodiate 
leturn to the priueiples iif responsible 
giiveriiiiu nt as uinlerstodd in ol lu'r 
part.s of the Hritisli Empire. I'ossibly 
the force of this contention was not ap- 
preciated at the time. In a small com- 
munity the personal element alw.ays 
enters very largely inln pulilie alTairs, 
and it was frankly said by very many 
persons that the crisis of 1808 was 
(inrely a matter of individuals, and 
that no iirincipio wns at stake. AVlien, 
during tlie session of 1>S09, the Colonist 
eiuiteiided that the coiislitutiiuial (lues- 
tion should he f(jrced to the front to 
the exclusion of everything else, its 
efforts were not crowned with success, 
the personal relleelious upon the out- 
going ministers seeming to obsiMire tho 
vital cDiislitntional priueiples involveil. 
W'c think it will be coiicedcil now thai 
if the course i^jcom mended by this 
paper had been taken and tho constitu- 
tional issue had been urged home iii'on 
the house and the country, the province 
would not now be confronted with tlie 
present emergency. The Colonist re- 
members using such language ns this: 
"That unless the fundamental princi- 
ples of responsible govorninent are in- 
sisted upon now, precedent will follow 
precedent until wo will find the Lioii- 
tcniint-Governor ruling the province, 
ami the legislature ignored." This is 
the stage now reached. We draw at- 
tention lo some extraordinary facts. 

Till! [Seinlin iuiiiistr.v having been de- 
feated, the Lieulcnanl-Goveriior select- 
ed ns minister a member of the legi.s- 
laturc without a single follower in tho 
house, thereby ignoring both the late 
goverumenl and the opposition. 

The new minister did not dare to ask 
the house to grant supoly to carry on 
the business of the country, although it 
is a recognized principle of parliament- 
ary governnii'iit thai supply will never 
be refused except in cases of the gravest 
emergency, for it is a fundamental 
maxim of our constitution that " tlie 
Queen's govornmput must go on." 

^^■hen the legislature vraa prorogued, 
tile Liouteniiiil-Goveruor was made lo 
say that a now session would be called 
before the close of the fiscal year. This 
statement must have been made on the 
advice of the new minister, and it is to 
be assumed that only the bidicf of His 
Honor that a session could be Indd be- 
fore supply was exhausted induced him 
to consent lo prorogue the house with- 
out supply. There may be some doulit 
a.s to tin: duty of the Lieulenant-( !ov- 
ci jior on sonuj points, hut there is none 
a> lo his obligation not lo retain in olliic 
a minister, whom tlie representatives of 
the people will not entrust with the dis- 
[los.'il of the public uniney. It is true 
thai the law aulhorizes Jlis Honor lo 
sign special war;Mnl;; in certain emi'r- 
geiicies; but we do uol believe any 
consLilulional lawyer will .say that this 
extends to uuthorizc him to spend the 
public money on his own motion, when 
the legislaturo has refused lo ■.(lie it, 
111- has not licon asked to do so. The 
emergency conlemplated by the act is 
something in the course ot nature or 
uncontrollable accident or novel and 
urgent demand tbiit could not have been 
foreseen. It caniiiit be construed to 
cover a failure of the house to grant 
-npply. 

Tlie position is very e.ttraordinnry. 
The house wa.s in session when Mv. 
.Martin was made minister, and it the 
Lieutemint-tiovernor was advised thai 
he could iirorogue the Inmse without 
supply Ijeing granted and carry on the 
count rv under special warrants, ho was 
wrongly advised. It may be an.swored 
Ibal the limise would not have griiiiteil 
sniiply at .Mr. .Martin's rciiuest. 'This 
we freely admit; but this only proves 
that some one should have been called 
upon to whom tho house would have 
granted sup|)ly. 

Wliether the delay before Supply c<)n 
lie voted is si.x dny.s, six weeks or six 
lUDUths. tlie principle is tlio same. If 
ii lieutenant-governor can prorogue the 



house without supply' being voted and 
carry on ihc affaire of the country for 
six days, sis weeks or six. months by 
apocial warrant, he can do': BOj-'for^i six 
years. If Mr. Martin's position is cor- 
rect and the principle of emergency ex- 
penditures applies to the present case, 
there is nothing to prevent the Liou- 
tenaut-(!overnor, if »ho new house to 
be elected is hostile to Mr. Martin, from 
proroguing it and issuing special war- 
rants. 

Mr. Jlartin's position is substantially 
tlnit tile Lieutenant-Governor is tho 
personal ruler of the province, or more 
accurately speaking, that he, as first 
minister for the time being, is the per- 
sonal ruler, that the legislature may 
lie ignored, and that the ctirdinal prin- 
ciple of parliamentiiry government, 
giving the honse control of the public 
expeiidiinres, has no application to Brit- 
ish l.'olunibia. 

'J'liere arc questions of policy involved 
in the present crisis; but they must 
not blind us to the great constitutional 
issue which is at stake, and for the de- 
fence of which the people of the prov- 
ince ought to unite as one man.

The (piestioii iis 
whetlier fedcriil party lines shall lie 
adopted in the approaching provineiiil 
contest received some attention, and it 
was finally decided to discuss tlie mut- 
ter more fully at a meeting to lir held 
next Friday evening. 

The president, II. D. Ilolmcken, M. 
P. P., occupied the chair, and among 
those to bo noticed in the large and 
enthusiastic auilience in addition to 
those named below as participatiii^K in 
the speeeh-iiiiiUint; were Messrs. C. K. 
I'oolev, M. P. 1'., M. Eborts, M. I'. 
1> . W. J. Tavlor, W. II. Ellis. C. 10. 
.Tones, F. S. Hiirnard, Clivo Phillipi 
AVolUy, AV. II. Price and many others 
proinini' nily identified with the party. 

Interesting addresses were delivered 
by Messrs. A. B. McPhilHps, M. P. P., 
D. 11. Ker. Hon. Edguf Dewdney, Her- 
bert Cuthbert, Beaumont Boggs, Rob- 
ert Cnssidy, C. F. Beaven, Hon. J. H. 
Turner and others. 

Mr. McPhillips e.vplainod the position 
of the party in Victoria in respect to 
the adoption by the Conservative eou- 
Tentions of the resolution in favor of 
federal party linos in provincial affairs. 
As far as he was personally conccr.'ied, 
he was a stnuneh Conservative in 
favor of party lines, ami woiild appeal 
to the electors, if again ehnseu as a 
candidate, as a Conservative. 

Mr. Ivor, who had just returned from 
Vancouver, related to the meeting tliu 
result of tile deliberations of the execu- 
tive of the association at Vaueouver on 
Thursday. A resolution, he said, had 
been ndoptiMl favorinc party lines, and 
from what he could Rather a large jior- 
tion of the Mainland was in favor of 
the idea. 

:Mr. Dewdney, who followed Mr. Ker, 
also reported the result of tlie meetinf; 
of the executive. He also was of the 
opinion that tlie ^Mainland was strongly 
in favor of the adoiition of party lines. 

Messrs. Cuthhert, Boggs, Cassidy, 
Beaven and Turner followed, all enus- 
ing niut'li enthusiasm by their refer- 
ences to the tloiirisliiiig eoudition of the 
Conservative party in British Columbia 
to-day.

He bad no desire to 
mfllntain the leadership of the party 
behind bim if it was considered advis- 
able to have a change, but he would do 
all in his power at all times to rid the 
country of the curse of Martinisin and 
restore a proper eoudition of affairs.

The adjourned meeting will he (ui Fri- 
day evening next at a place to be 
named by the committee, a larger hall 
being considered advisable.

they shall Icani to shoot straight, so 
that in case of emergency, such as mob 
lighting, they niay be able to hit what 
they take aim at, 

The (juperinteiident ami tiie drill mas- 
ter, Sergeant John Keed, have bei'U talk- 
ing the matter over, and have come to 
the conclusion that now is the time to 
begin. Sergeant Ueed, as is well known 
in tiie department, saw lots of rough ser- 
vice and had many hard knocks in the 
army during the rebellion, and ia the 
regular army and on thii plains after- 
wards. He has been a foot eoldior ano 
a cavalryman, and has the greater part 
of tlie credit of creating the mounted 
siiuads of iiolicemeu and bringing them 
to their present high state of drill and 
elllciency. 

But when Superintendent Quirk order-

I 'rot", .lames II. llyslop, of Coluinbin 
I'niversity, said recently tlinl it is ipiile 
prolmlile tlnit the insane asyluiiis ci>ulil 
riL relieve! if a thoniUKh and Kcieiililic 
iiiVes|i),'alioii i- uuide of the phenomena 
ol h.iliiicin.il lull. Thii ijrofessiir thinks 
many pirsons .idjudf;ed to lie insajie nru 
merely the vi. l.in- of the sort of" hilUu- 
cniitioii kiiowii ii.s uutouiutism, appari- 
tion or coincidence. 

It is for the purpose of making such 
nciertlfic ilivesstijie.tioii, liy. cxpcrieuced 
observers aud experinieiits, that he hus 
sn^iiiestfil I he r.-ii;-;!:^ of u fund of $50,- 
0(10 II yoar lo I'o itvpcndcd in the exam- 
ination, ot cnses of nutomatism and up- 

paritiun. 

"'I'he insanri ntiyifias arc full ot this 
(Sort of thiujf," said he. "If we could 

carry out a systeniatic study of hallueiun- 
tiiuis, as was curried out in I'rance by 
I'ierre .lauet, we probably bliould be able 
to discover a .:ure for all forni.s of in- 
sanity linked I'poii hullucinutiou. 

"Of course it woiilii not be expected 
th;U eur mves: ;;;'iiiens would enahle us 
Im Ileal ceratively with acute mania, 
wi h nielan.hoha or with epileptic iii- 
suiuty. 'I'luse forms have a fur differ- 
ent orijrin. Hut we couki probably (iiid 
the can^e of thi trouble ill cases of ment- 
al insanity, wh <'li in jicucrally bused ui>- 
on hallucinations. 

■•^\'e could expend 50,000 a year to the 
js'ieat henelit of science aud practical 
medicine, 1 believe. We :ihould Iiave 
truiucil i:ivesti),'alor.s, with u central or- 
ganization. It will be necessary to in- 
vest'jrate all ff.inis of halliicinution, ap- 
parition, autouiatisin and coiucideuces. 
.Many of the so-called insane are merely 
the vietiiuri of one of therti; forms of hal- 
liieinatioii. 'J"o help them would lie one of 
the practical results of the investigations 
we propose. There are also scientitie 
results that would he of e(iual vain>} iu 
ihrowiuf,' lixht upon many operations of 
the mind and nervous organism. 

"We have not the time nor the means 
to make all the iiivetiti(,'atioiiH that are 
necessary. 1 know of eases of apjiari- 
tion, for instance, wln'ofi might be of 
trem(;ndous import, if i had only lime 
to interrogate the persons interested, und 
so ascertain the true state of facts and 
their real eelentiflc value. 

"If we could bring together coincident- 
ly phenomena that suggest hallucination 
I believe it would materially modify the 
present accepted theory, of insanity. If 
insanity as is geneirally' helicTied, lies on 
the borderland of any state of future. ex- 
istence, wo ought not to consider it or 
to treat it from the materialistic Stand- 
point of view. It would be worth our 
wliile to ransack all the asylums for tho 
sake of being ahh' to ascertain this t-in- 
gle truth. 

".\utomatisnv is an apparition that re- 
callH some paat oxpcrieuce ot an- individ- 
ual which he docs not recognize. Many 
cases of automatism oecnrrcd in tlio 
trances of Mrs. lUper in her sittinRs for 
our Koeiety, and many are frequently oc- 
curring in the automatic writing of tin! 
'communicators' on tho''otier .side. For 
instance, Mrs. Piper's 'communicator' 
broke off once in the midst of n message 
to say, 'Don't yotl hear her singing'/' Irii- 
luedlately 'IJecor,' who ha.s direeld dm 
coiuniiinications for us from the other 



/-Ide, saiil, 'Something is wrong with the 
machine.' lit.' meant that there wan 
sdincthiiig wrong ^vitll Mrs. I'iper's or- 
ganism. 

"A familiar case of automatism is 
wliyre a [irrson, looking into a crystal, 
sees a vis'iin. lie does not recognize the 
scene, Init whi'U he (l(*eril)es it to a 
friend the latter says: "Why, don't you 
ri'ineuiher'.' We visited that scene when 
We were children.' Dreams are general- 
ly good examples of automatism." 

I'rof. Hyslop also said <data are con- 
tiunlly being obtained that throw light 
upon the conditions of the fujftro life, 
"It may take years— perhaps a century — 
to bring together eufllciefft data," he 
«nid, "to enable us to form a scientiDc 
conclusion; but I believe it will come, as 
one of the results of tho constant pursuit 
of these investigations. The 'communi- 
cators,' as we call them, tell uk little of 
the future state, largely, as I believe, 
hecaufie they realize that we should not 
understand their language and concepts. 

".\nothcr suggestion from the other 
side of till' grave that is of interest is 
that the 'eoinmuiiicatorfs' who are the 
best are those who are freshest from 
earth. It is this lower s[ihere, apiiareiit- 
ly, occupied by those most recently from 
the earth, that keeps in touch with us." 

Professor llyslop t^aid that the re('ep- 
tions of the views and purjioses of ihe 
Society for rhysical lleiseareli are amus- 
ingly varieil. 

■"riie scientific," he said, "are falling 
away from us because we are too Kpiritu- 
alistic. and tho spiritiialists are falling 
away because we are too scientific."

tliani, Aiisonia. 'Watiu-bury, and others, 
turn (lul eiioniious (pianLiiics of clocks 
and wati-lies. .Machinery has (piite re- 
volutionized the industry, and tlnu-e are 
no niore lieautiful labor <^uving devices in 
existence, than the long series of delicate 
and seemingly intelligent machiner; that 
tirelessly complete, with absolute ac(nir- 
a<'y, tin? smallest details of watch 
inechnnifiin. The inauufacture of watches 
by I'laehinery is carried out on a large 
scale in tliiH country hy the Lancashire 
Watch Company, of I'rescott; these 
works are eliielly, if not entirely, equip- 
ped with Auicrican tools, and it is, there- 
lore, reasonable to suppose that the samo 
operations are conducted both in this 
country and the United States, tinder 
similar condltiona, except that the rates 
of \vagos are probably in favor of the 
English company. Mahogany reneered 
clock cases, IIO in. by 10 in., are ma do 
for 4d. each, so far, as labor is concern- 
ed, and -brass oloek movements for 9d., 
about one-tenth the cost o£ 50 years ago 
(7s. 4d;)-^a result of improved processes. 
As for »tliiei<yianiy j[of the' two products, 
there Ts"no- 'doubt, says Engineer, the 
older ones were' heavier and possibly 
sti-on'ger'than'ihe mcMleirh; fur which, hot- 
ter iinisb, improved design, and greater 
accuracy, are not unreasonably claimed. 

Ill ISoO the labor cost in the produc- 
tion of 100 gold hunting-watch canes, en~ 
erne turned, was £100, and in 1807 it 



was £Ii;. This, says Engineering, is !in 
industry in which machine work han al- 
most wholly replaced hand labor, and 
female workers to the extent of 17 per 
cent, have occupation in a trade which 
in lf<.")t) only eni|)loyed males. It should 
be remarked, too, that the (.'ases made in 
lS,"il) were all f(U' kcy-wiiiding watcher, 
and those in 1H07 for stem winding, in 
which the work is somewhat inori; com- 
plicated. The time required for labor on 
the 100 watches is now ;i5r>1,{! again«t 
17-10V£> hours tifty years ago, when hand 
labor was more largely resorted to. A 
comparison instituted by Engineering be- 
tween 1,000 stem wind, brass, hunting- 
watch movements, 18 size, full plate, 15 
jewels, and 1,000 etem wind, brass hunt- 
ing-watch movements, 18 size, full plate, 
patent regulator, 17 jewels, adjusted, 
show.s that the time for labor now is 
84-13 agaiiiKt 241,800 hours in 1802, and 
the cost of labor is £300, against £lli,l(;i, 
or 7s., against £10 per watch. Another 
important point, meniioiied by Engineer- 
ing, is that whereas under the old sys- 
tem only four operations were conducted 
by female labiir. under the Ilc^v no less 
than li.'id operations are done by women, 
who earn relatively large wages. There 
are few imjiorlant industries which can 
show so ninrvcllous a development.

Effects of the Eight Hour Law

Manager.

Tills oonilltloii also inllltiites 
nsnlnst edacatlotial facilities for the youn;;;i 
Tliis more particularly applies in the camps 
« few miles back from Kooteiiny lake. In 
Rossland the conditions are pcrliaps more 
favorable. In nil camps, however, there 
is a growing tendency wherever possible 
to erect comtt>rtablc dwellings for mar- 
ried men. Owing to the fact that fuel is 
<?09tl.v, on account of the spare timber 
foniid ar tlu'se lil;;li allltndes, and be- 
cansc In some Instances evi'ry fnoi of ayall- 
aide timlier Is re(ndrei! for tindierln^ lii 
tlio mines. In aildltlon to want of .schools 
niul Hardens, it will always bo dlfllciilt In 
certain peaces to provide cottages for mar- 
ried miners. The usual pnictlee now Is for 
the lar^'or mines lo erect comfortable, snli- 
sl.'uillal liuildiTms i-apable of housinu: a nnni- 
liei- of men. These are praetlr-ally all widl 
heated nrid li^'hted by steam or hot. air af- 
rani;emenis. lighted by eleidriclly hi many 
liistani'es am! fnridslieil with reading and 
writing rooms and sleeping aceonimodat Ion. 
In praelieally .all of the proiluclng mlin'S 
warm wash-rooms are to he found, having 
ample hot and cold water furnished and 
bath-rooms adjacent and attached thereto. 
In many instances lockers are supplied for 
each miner with locks attached, . so ' that 
a miner coming off shift can remove bis 
clothes, bang same up on racks provided 
for drying them when, moist from persplr- 
ntion or moisture, and can after completing 
bis ablutions don dry clothing. Some mines 
are provided gratuitously with the monthly 
magazines, etc.. by the management, and a 
soidety of 1,-idies at the Coast lilndly lUs- 
trlbnte llteralnre, which Is maeh appreciat- 
ed In maii.v <iuartors. The dlidng rooms 
and hitrdiens are us\ially located In sei)ar- 
ale Inilldlugs ui'ar Ilie sleeping ipiarlers, 
llii- dally menu, gem r.iHy eomprislng three 
hinds of fresh meat, le. beef, mutton and 
fresh pork, whbdi are served dally. There 
is meat at every meal and soup dally, la ad- 
dition to which fresh ami salt llsh. pork and 
beans, eggs, oysti'r stews are provided. 
Fresh vi'L'ei ii Iiles .ind iiiMV-miidi' bread, bis- 
eiills. pies luiil puiliUngs .are supplied daily.

THE BOER GUNS. 

EnKii"'>'i-i»« ill'istrntes in preat detail 
the disappearinj; j,'uns wliich were dis- 
eovored by the ballooniHts sent up from 
Kuller's position across the Tugela, and 
smidcnly oheckod the progress of Ins 
third project for rclieviiiK Ladysmith. 
I'heso Kuns were desiKUed .spei'ially 
with a viiiw to be easily carried on 
wheels, an to form movable armament, 
in a series of distinct positions com- 
inunifatinK with eacli <itlier by a siiiKjo 
road. Tbey are. in fact, liiKlily mobile 
" guns of position," and, a;; EnK'U'eer- 
ing remarks, a liniitc<i number of them 
is suUicient to defend a larRely ex- 
tended front, as at the TuKcla. ihe 
various parts are so arranged that ac- 
cording to circumstances tiring can be 
eflecteti wliile the carriage stands on its 
wheels, or after it has been placed on 
Ijolsters provided in advance at suitable 
l)oints, or in trenches. ^Vliiie they arc- 
mounted on wheels, they liave the usual 
lever for raising and lowering the 
weapon. This lever carries tlie gun 
at one end on trunMions, while the 
other end is pivoted to the slide, where- 
in also is the recoil cylinder. Thus, 
when the lever ia raised from a hori- 
zontal to a vortical position, the gun is 
lifted high enough to shoot over the 
parapet, and the recoil, upon its dis- 
charge, brings it back to its lowest posi- 
tion ready for n ii<;w charge. When 
the gan is to act as a disappearing 
weapoii, it is taken, as illustrated in 
Engineering, to one or other of a series 
of bolsters or circnlar bearing frames 
bolted to the door of trenches, etc., the 
centre of the bearing being curved up- 
wards, with a flat top, and having a 
projection round the edge, which tits 
into grooves on tlie bottom of tlu^ gun 
carriage. In Ma way the wliole gun, 
wIicoIk and all, can be rotated up the 
bolster, which thus really forms a cen- 
tral pivot. The change from a field 
gun to a disappearing gun of position 
can be effected in le.-^s than half an 
hour. This is the nurthod adopted with 
guns of different calibre; but tlio one 
which has done greatest damage to our 
forces is the 'l.T-incli weapon. This 
gun weighs about ll^ tons— ;',.0S0 ll)s., 
while tlie carriage woigli.s S.SIS llis. 
The projc-ctili' is of -It! lbs., and is fired 
witli a muxzle velocity of l,ti.'i!) feet per 
second. Even on its mount us a dis- 
appearing weapon it can be trained 
through a coni]>lete circle, while it can 
be elevated from 35 degrees above tlio 
liorizoiital to 5 degrees below it. Engi- 
neering also illustrates a .'{.ri-incli gun 
which is similarly used either ns a field 
or disappearing gun. It weighs 1,1(!,S 
lbs., and its carriage 2,015 lbs. It fires 
a it-lb:- shot at a velocity of 1,508 feet 
per seGond. 



The makeshift li^ht which the Do- 
minion government ^ilaeed on Brotcliie 
ledge, in place of Itjje ele<'tric light de- 
signed by the late government, has 
proved Unsatisfactory, the occulting ap- 
paratus refusing *o work, and a fixed 
light is to he installed in Its place as 
soon as the weather porluils landing ou 
the beacon. In a notice to mariners 
the department of marine says: "The 
light is shown from a square structure 
with sloping sides, enclosed and painted 
white, standing eight feet above the 
(leek of the beacon. Temporarily the 
liulit is a lixed white light. It is ele- 
vated IS feet above high water marl, 
and shiiultl be visible eight miles from 
all piiinls of approach. The illuminat- 
ing apparatus is a pressed glass lens. 
The lamp is a aO-day oil lamp, on the 
Wigham principle, and is not eoii- 
Ktantly tended by a keeiier. Absolute 
dependence cannot therefore be placed 
ou the light." A light upon which ab- 
solute dcpeudeuee cannot be placed will 
hardly meet the reiiuireinents 
Brotcliie ledge, which is passed by 
iiiaiiy vessels. 

Other notices to mariners refer to 
Walker rock light, the disappearance of 
the Sturgeon bank boncon, and the re- 
moval of the United States signal sta- 
tion from Tatoosh iHlnnd to Neah bay 
The notices follow:

"Signal .Station Itenioved From 
Tatoosh Island to Neah Bay.— The 
weather bureau. United States depart- 
lueut of agriculture, reports that it is 
not intended to again locate a signal 
station at Tatoosh island, outer e.\- 
trcndty of Juan de Fucn strait. The 
station will bp kept permanently at its 
present location, Riiadduh point, Neah 
bay, a much superior place for meteor- 
ological purposes and the reporting of 
passing vessels than if located on 
Tatoosh island. The Neah bay station 
displays sigiial.s for the approach of 
all dangerous winds, and is fully 
e(|uipped with international eoile sig- 
nals. Comniunicntions can be liad 
therewith for the purpose of obtaining 
information concerning the approach of 
storms, weather conditions in general, 
and for the purpose of sending tele- 
grams to points on commercial lines. 
Any message signalled by the inter- 
national code, received at the Neah bay 
weather iuire.iu, will be transmitted 
and delivered to the address on payment 
at the .station of tiie telegraph eliarge. 
All messages received fnnii or ad- 
dressed to the United States navy or 
other otlleial departmentH at Washing- 
ton are telegraphed without charge 
over the weather bureau liiu^s, which 
extend from Neah bay to Port Crescent. 
^\'asll. -Ml vessels iiassing the station 
are reported to Seattle, I'ortland and 
San Francisco daily papers. Vessels 
showing their numbers only will be re- 
ported as above, unless otherwise re- 
quested. This notice affects Admir- 
alty charts Nos. 1,911, 1,917 and 2M>'il;

FOR NOME TRADE. 

Kxtensive Alterations Made in the 
Victoria Steamer Alpha. 

-Vnyoiie who may contemplate a trip 
to Nome this season if he is wise will 
take a look at: the renovated steamer 
.\lplin before making transportation ar- 
rangements elsewhere, tlie ship — which 
lies at Porter's wharf — being so much 
improved by the work done liy the car- 
penters during the last few months that 
there will bo none bettor in the business. 
While Victoria enterprise thus makes 
ready to get its share of the Nome busi- 
ness by offering better accommodation, 
combined with reasonable rates, the 
rival shipping finns of Seattle appear 
to be counting to capture the trade by 
the less creditable method of securing 
oflicial restrictions operating against 
(Canadian shipping. On Thursday even- 
ing Customs Collector Morgan of Seat- 
tle wired here somewhat ambiguously, 
ns follows: 

" Steamship companies will hav(> to 
show permits to land at Oape Nome." 

The local companies who are interest- 
ed in llio Nome trade at once consulted, 
and at their refpiest the following was 
f(u- warded by wire to Secretary Gage, 
ihrough Hon. Abraham E. Smith, the 
United States consul: 

" Shipowners here roiiuest telegi'ain 
MS follows: ' Can British ships carry 
liritish goods, enter I lurch harbor, pay 
dutv and discharge at NonieV " 

The point aimed at by the jealous 
Paget Sound folk, realizing that the 
.Alpha will get the cream of the busi- 
ness, is that she should not be allowed 
to land at the nearest port or snb-jiort 
of entry in the ('vont of Nome not being 
made a port of entry, according to olll- 
eial promise long since rocoived. If the 
gentlemen of Seattle are successful in 
their campaign of spite il: u-ill only be 
by n setting aside of all the general con- 
ditions of international shipping law.

AMBER LOrAL TO ENGLAND. 

-Vfghans Ready to Fight Her Battles 
Auywherfr— Tlieir Arming Is Against 
Russia. 

London, .Mnrcli 0— o.-12 p.m.— The 

Ameer of .\fghanistan has authorized hi 
agent in London to publish the fidlowing 
statement of policy of Afghanistan to- 
wards Great Britain and Russia. After 
saying that he had devoted ir.tich anxious 
thought to tl'.e posr;ibiIity of Russia tak- 
ing advtaiige of the Transva;il war to 
advance through Afghanistan on India, 
His Highness adds: 

"I have come to the conclusion that 
ItusMia feared Afghanistan, us a war 
with the Afghans would mean a general 
rising of the Islam, wbici would spread 
through Russian-Asia. Russia had not 
troops enough to combat such a rising. 
Her hold on the Musfiulmau countfics 
she has conquered, is insecure. They 
hate her, and with ten times her power 
Russia could not light Afghanistan and 
India succe.stifully. The Afghans jirefer 
death to slavery, and their women and 
children being taken by the Russians." 

After eaying he is willing to send iiu 
merous troops to help Great Britain in 
the Transvaal, but adding that the -Af- 
ghans are unaccustomed to the sea, the 
Ameer says: "But I''ngland's troubles 
are always our IriniblcM, their streiiglli 
is my (itreugth. iiiul her weakness is my 
weakness. ICngland must reincinber tliiit 
I am always rc-ady to lit'lil for her on 
laiul. here or in India." 

The .\nieer refers to a letter from tin 
Iiulian government reminding him that 
he liail been faithful for twiuity years, 
and advising retreaeliment in the imr- 
chase of arniw, as otherwise parliament 
might beciinie susjiiciouis. He takes 
slnaig e.xceptioii to such suspicions, say- 
ing it was necessary to keep the country 
sircMig enough to resist a Russian ad- 
vance. 

U'he .\inoer concluded by likening the 
British parliaiiieut to Cubul Turkish 
baths which reverberated with a babel 
of cills for towels, soap, etc., and loud 
voiced conversation until the meaning 
of individual words and even the words 
themselves became lost in the confusion 
of sounds and only increased the general 
uproar. 



RECRUITING FOR AFRICA. 

No Lack of Men to Make Up for Cana- 
' dian Casualties— Strike on the 
Monterey. 

Montreal, March 0.— The recruiting of 

100 olllcers and men to take the places 
of C.'Uiadian members of the first ccui- 
tingent who have died from disease, kill- 
ed or woiinded in South Africa, began 
to-day. Recruiting stations arc confined 
to Eastern Canada. No difflculty is ex- 
pected in obtaining recruits, nti applica- 
tions are pouring in. They will leave on 
the Monterey with Strathcona's Horse.

The peopli- of Itrltlsh Columbia are face 
to face with a crisis uneiiualled by any 
that they have had to consider since re- 
siionslble government obtained In this' por- 
tion of British America. It Is deplorable 
to have to admit this, more deplorable 
even to express a suspicion ttiat up to the 
present, itlme thcre-'has'beeu: at lamentabtc 
absehee ot public; sentiments ' '.'It,- has been 
the desire of the Bec-ird at all times tcdeal 
even-banded Justice, to dlscass* Issues'^ from 
a standpoint promising to advance the in- 
terests of the province. Following In the 
llacH of that policy, wo are hound to a.sk 
the people to pause and think. For the past 
two years, the resources, the Interests, the 
future have liceu treated by politicians as 
though tliey were playing a mere game of 
battledore and shuttlecock, 'ilie question 
now Im, thai! :i halt be ealleil, or shall we 
continue In ii mad course, Jeopardizing the 
resdlirces of tiie various dlstrlcta through- 
out BrltlsiU CvUiiublu'.' }jcm than two 
years ago, nnuglil mtve widespread oiilhusl- 
asm was notlcealilo In all ranks of society. 
The mine owner Waii courageous, ventnre- 
aoine and hopeful; the mine worker uud 
bread winner liulustrlous, cnergttlo nnc] de- 
voti'd to the task of promoting cvory Hue 
of life. To-day, clouds oC distrust .nur- 
round all cla-'^scs— find why? Itecause the 
political char!;, ran and adventurer have 
forniulied a. si'ln'ou; promising to advance 
Iiers<jiial Interests, but retarding every 
material Issue likely to advance the pro- 
gress of this province. 

It Is unncrcssary to deal at any length 
with the variieiH qnestloiis contributing 
towards producing lids state of affairs. Two 
.Years a^'ii a ^'<pv,Tnoient ^^•as In i>(>\ver that 
lielli.vi.,l hsrlf iibnv,. and li.'voiid erllli'lsni; 
snrlslli'd Willi til.' ciii.ilaiiMMiIs of ofliee 
and aliMihiti'l,v carcle-^s of general Interests, 
anil calliius m crlllclsin. Advice from 
friends was ileenieil an liif rliigenient iinnn 
lieaveu bora iirlvUeges. The general tlc- 
vclopineut ot the country was looked upou 
as a furor to particular localities, and the 
opinion!) of pructlcnl ntcu considered the 
advice of a selllHh coterie, anxous only to 
advance Us owo puriioscs. That goverumeiic 
tell. It fell without dishonor, but fell 
wlthian any rlgUt to historic euloglum. 
It was succeeded liy a medley of political 
eliaiues. which, from Its birth, was a mere 
tottering ci.inliliiatlon, more Intent upon 
reaping a harvest of salaried einoluiaents 
than proaiiitliig public progress. Tills Is 
|)roved by the fact that since the begin- 
ning ot the session Just chised, those In 
power concentrated what Intellect thi'y po;*- 
sessed, and what llniiled power tliey could 
e.vert, In riding fer a fall. Hence a ri'dls- 
trlbutUin bill was Introduced, not based 
u|>oii any reasoaaliie calculation wdtli regard 
t" the pupiilatlon or voting lallucnee, but 
simply as the opportunities vouchsafed fur 
inanlpulatlag constltueiieles In the Inter- 
cuts of the majority. That government fell 
by one, the one being Joseph Martin, w^lio, 
out of phiue eoUKcqucut upon being dis. 
mtsscd from the cabinet, adopted a course 
nctuated'bf a revengeful and puerile spirit. 
What followed Is known to all. The men 
who had been dismissed from ofQce less 
tlian two years ago, or rather some of 
them, boldly proclaimed their willingness 
to degrade themselves by coulesclug with 
their opponents, simply for the sake of of- 
liee. On the other hand there were those 
who were (pilte willing to permit tills so 
long as the.v were not forcred to go back to 
their constituents. Mr. Cotton apipeared 
only too an.\l<nis to sit cln.'ek by Jowl with 
-Mr, Turner, and -Mr. IleUnckea appeareil 
prepared to forgive everything and shake 
hands wllli I'ri'ii.ler Senilln. 'I'his is a I'on- 
I'lse eplto'iie of the position In a nutsliell; 
It Is ]Milille depredation; an object lesson 
tliat richest ami poorest can comprehend. 

'l^he question now Is— are the [leojile of 
llritlsh Coluuiliia prepared to ^jiiinlcnance 
so deidoralile a situation .\.ri,' tlu'V wlllin;,' 
to gaialde away all that Is gtnid and pro- 
gressive anil iiromlsliig In this great prov- 
ince'.' Are tliey desirous tliat the other 
great provlucts forming the Dominion ot 
C'auadii should look upon tlienr as mere 
automatons, to be played by those who, for 
the time being, presume to be the mouth- 
Iileccs of ail intelligent community? Ws 
think not, uiid In all sincerity ask every 
man who is proud of his manhood, to sink 
auytblug like ptejudlce and pasulon: tu 
come out of the cloud at present euvclopiug 
the province, and ussiTt not only his right, 
but maintain bis llbert}-. 

It was once said by a statesman, and the 
maxim vill no dottbt be lumiliar to our 
readers, that "you can fool all* the peo 
pie some of the time, but yon cannot fool 
all the people all the time," We contend 
that the present crisis graphically Illus- 
trates this. The electors of British Colum- 
bia reipilri-d an a'wakenlng. They have It 
now. and wo ajipoal to them, without go- 
ing Into any I'xtended particulars, to unite 
111 the solution of a problem that means 
the developnient or retarding of the do- 
velopnient of this province. We are not 
(if thos(> who think that only (^onserva t Ive.; 
are lit to roiitvol the destinies oC any coun- 
try; but .losoph .Martin ha\lng now becuine 
Premier liy the grace of Ills Honor the 
I.leutenanl-dovernor of lirltlsli t:;olunibia. It 
behooves ovor.v man to consider Ills duty 
towards the common wealth. If !t were to 
do battle for the Empire each would be 
found In the front rank, willing to serve 
Ills countrv anil his Queen; but there are 
other duties which, properly performed, ad- 
vance the Interests of the Empire Just as 
much as seeking glory ou the battlelield; 
that is, in maintaining the constitution of 
his country; seeking to bring about such 
a state of nlfalrs as will SLM.-ure to all a 
government liase<l ujion high constitutional 
j>rluclples. 

Mr. Martin, now premier, seeks to Intro- 
duce tie bitterest controversial elements 
Into the approaching campaign. Ou the 
other hand, we fi-el, and are satlsUed, that 
the ojilnlons of the best thinking people 
will be witii us, that the one way out of 
thi: present ■ompUcatlou Is that the Con- 
servative parly of this province should 
lake the Initiative in convening at some 
eeiitral point, a meeting of all who are 
willing to throw off the yoke of party and 
personal predlllctton, and adopt a platform 
upon which not only Conservatives, but all 
who are willing to Join that party In pro- 
mulgating a p(dlcy promising to promote 
the Interests of the province, could unite, 
and uniting, appeal io those who fervently 
believe that tho manly and honest way Id 
politics Is the same as the manly and hon- 
est way In private life. 

We .spiMk thus earnestly, because the foe 
Is at the gate, the danger signal can be re- 
togiiJzed by any nmn who stops to read, 
to think, or observe. There Is no time to 
be lost; there should be no shirking the 
Issue. It now remains to be seen whether 
public senrlinent Is strong enough In Brit- 
ish Ciduinbla to adoid such a course as will 
absolutely estalillsh the ability of the pe»i- 
[ile to govern theiiisidves, or, falling this, 
lead to the result of proclaiming lo the 
world that Uritl.sli Columbia Is an unhap- 
py and undone province.
